A  letter  of  Henry  Ward  Beecher  has 
the  following  vivid  description  of  a 
midnight  ride  in  the  storin  two  or  throe 
'  weeks  since  : 


I  had  almost  forgotten  an  experience 
i  which  must  not  bn  forgotten — a  mid- 
'  night  ride.  Travelling  by  night,  in 
boat  or  car,  is  so  common  ns  to  fall 
among  the  ordinary  experiences.  Not 
1  so  a  buggy  ride.  Wc  lectured  at  Lynn 
on  Saturday  evening.  It  was  our  wish 
to  spend  the  Sabbath  at  Andover.  Now 
Andover  and  Lynn  arc  about  twenty 
j  miles  apart,  and  unfrequented  miles; 

!  for  I  could  find  nobody  who  exactly 
knew  the  way  from  one  to  the  other. 
The  stable-keeper  was  doubtful;  ill: 

1  did  not  know  the  roufe,  none  of  bis 
men  knew  it,  the  night  was  very  dark, 
it  was  raining  in  torrents.  But  go  1 
!  must  and  would.  Those  who  had  faith 
in  the  almanac  said  the  moon  would 
rise  at  ten  o’clock.  I  agreed  to  wait 
I  till  then.  The  lecture  was  given,  and 
1  must  say  to  the  praise  of  old  Lynn, 
to  the  bravest  audience  of  about  a  thou¬ 
sand,  that  I  ever  saw  gathered,  in  spite 
of  such  a  remorscloss  rain.  We  re¬ 
turned  to  our  friend  Shackford’s  to  wait 
for  the  moon,  and  whiled  away  the 
time  in  discourse  of  pears,  illustrated 
by  some  juicy  specimens.

Wc 
took  a  wrong  road  ;  it  grew  rough  and 
cart  like,  full  of  thumping  stones  ;  soon 
the  wheels  rolled  smothcringly  in  grass, 
then  bushes  began  to  whip  the  spokes, 
and  finally  we  brought  tt])  against  a 
stone  wall — full  in  the  pasture  !  Back 
wc  went,  roused  up  the  good  sleeping 
woman  of  the  first  house,  inquired  the 
way,  were  in  doubt  after  leaving  her 
about  the  direction,  whether  it  was  left 
hand  or  right  hand,  that  we  were  to 
turn  at  a  given  corner.  Solved  it  by 
waking  up  another  sleeper.  Got  safely 
on  smooth  road  to  Middleton.  Began 
to  doze  without  knowing  it.  Trees, 
which  in  the  clouded  light  of  the  moon 
had  a  spectral  look,  faded  out  entirely. 
Was  aroused  by  the  driver,  prying  into 
the  direction  of  a  guide-board,  "here 
the  road  forked.  1  got  on  the  wheel 
and  gazed  piercingly.  “  Danvcrs- 
Point.”  "  No."  said  he,  "  Danvers 
Plains.”  “  TarifFville,”  said  1.

Perhaps  he  has  been  for  a  doctor, 
said  the  driver ;  or  to  watch  with  some 
sick  neighbor,  said  I  ;  or  may  be  a 
courtiug,  said  tho  driver.  But,  said  I, 
he  was  a  middle-aged  man,  and  not  a 
young,  spruce  lover.  No  matter,  says 
the  driver,  it's  about  one  thing  with  old 
or  young  when  they  go  a  courting  ! 

Another  dreamy  voiceless  town.  Our 
wheels  echoed  foom  the  sides  of  tho 
houses.  Came  to  a  little  cluster  of 
houses,  in  the  front  door  of  one  of 
m  hich,  stood  a  man,  as  quietly  as  if  it 
were  noon  day,  and  he  waiting  for  a 
friend.  Exacted  further  information. 
Finally,  by  dint  of  guide-boards  and 
chance  stragglers,  and  waking  up  peo- 
plo  in  their  houses,  nt  two  o’clock  we 
reached  Andover.  A  venerable  father 
aud  mother,  two  sisters,  three  brothers, 
and  uucouutcd  children —  was  it  not 
worth  such  a  ride  to  spend  a  babbath 
with  them  ?  I  should  really  love  to 
describe  that  memorable  day  of  rest.

And  towards  evening, 
the  old  man,  the  young  man  I  should

that  tempest. 

And  to-morrow  when  they  carry  him 
into  the  church  again,  and  lay  him  down 
alone  at  the  altar  foot,  where  he 
knelt  with  the  maiden  he  loved  so  long 
ago,  if  his  old  hones  revive  not  at  the 
blessed  touch,  if  his  old  heart  thrill  not 
with  the  remembered  love,  if  his  old 
cheek  grow  not  warm  with  the  balmy 
breath,  if  his  old  eyes  smile  not  with 
the  old  love,  if  he  be  there  still,  calm, 
dead,  yet  1  tell  you  there  is  an  altar,  a 
church,  a  land,  where  they  two  will  he 
kneeling  together  to-morrow,  where 
their  eyes  will  be  radiant  with  love, 
where  their  lips  will  be  eloquent  with 
rapturous  song !  •  Again,  and  yet 

again,’  saith  Joe  AVillis,  looking  over 
my  shoulder  as  I  wrote — •  I  thank  my 
God  for  the  immortality  of  our  love.’ 

A  Picture  from  (lie  War. 

The  following  description  from  the 
Crimea  correspondent  of  the  London 
News  exactly  realizes  a  powerful  pas¬ 
sage  in  the  ‘celebrated  Hobcrt  Hall's 
sermon  on  the  miseries  of  war.  The 
lallcn  roof-tree  and  the  broken  hearth¬ 
stone,  the  sundered  household  band, 
and  the  loves,  joys  and  pleasures  of  re¬ 
fined  domestic  life  rudely  desecrated 
and  destroyed  by  the  brutal  and  ruth¬ 
less  barbarian  soldier  are  brought  vivid¬ 
ly  before  the  eye  ;  — 

"  The  road  now  assumed  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  an  English  by-way  in  Devonshire 
or  Hampshire.  Low  walls  at  cither 
side  were  surmounted  hy  fruit  trees, 
laden  with  apples,  pears,  peaches  aud 
apricots,  all  ripe  and  fit  for  use,  and  ut 
their  foot  clustered  grapes  of  the  most 
delicate  flavor.  The  first  villa  we  came 
to  was  the  residence  ol'  a  physician  or 
country  surgeon.  It  bad  been  ruth¬ 
lessly  destroyed  by  the  Cossacks.  A 
verandah,  laden  with  Hematic  robes 
and  honcy-suckles  in  front,  was  filled 
with  broken  music-stools,  work-tables, 
and  lounging-chairs.  All  the  glass  of 
the  windows  was  smashed.  Everything 
arouud  betokened  the  hasty  flight  of  the 
inmates.  Two  or  three  side-saddles 
were  lying  on  the  grass  outside  the  ball 
door,  a  parasol  lay  near  them,  close  to 
a  Tartar  saddle  anil  huge  whip.  The 
wine  casks  were  broken  and  the  con¬ 
tents  spilt,  the  barley  and  corn  of  the 
granary  were  about  .ill  over  tho  ground, 
broken  china  and  glass  of  fine  manu¬ 
facture  were  scattered  over  tho  pave- 
meut  outside  the  kitchen,  and  amid  ull 
tho  desolation  and  ruin  of  the  place  a 
cut  sat  blandly  at  the  thrcshbold,  wink¬ 
ing  her  eyes  in  the  sunshine  at  the  new 
comers.  No  pen  can  describe  the  sccue 
within.  Miirors  in  fragments  were  ly¬ 
ing  on  the  floor,  the  beds  had  been  ripp¬ 
ed  open,  aim  the  feathers  littered  the 
rooms  a  foot  deep  ;  chairs,  solas,  fau- 
lentils,  bedsteads,  book-cases,  pictuiu 
frant  im;  ges  of  saint.-,  womens  needle 
work,  chests  of  drawers,  shoes,  boots, 
books,  bottles,  physic  jars,  all  smashed 
or  lorn  in  pieces,  lay  in  heaps  in  every 
room.  Even  the  walls  and  doors  were 
hacked  with  swords.  Ihe  very  genius 
of  destruction  had  been  at  woik,  and

Samcf.i.  Iltuoit. — Mr.  itnngh  was  tiro 
second  minister  of  Reading.  He  w  as  the  sr.h 
of  Hon.  Atherton  Hnugh  (or  Hough  ns  it  i* 
sometimes  spelled),  who  came  front  Boston  in 
England,  nnd  settled  in  Boston  in  New  Eng¬ 
land  in  1633  where  lie  was  chosen  nn  assist¬ 
ant  in  l<>35,  n  representative  in  1637,  nnd 
where  he  died  in  1650,  leaving  n  considerable 
estate.  Samuel,  the  subject  ol  this  notice, 
was  horn  about  the  year  1621  ; — probably 
came  over  to  Now  Engl  inti,  with  his  father 
in  1633,  and  being  nt  that  time  some  twelve' 
years  of  age.  Ho  wns  educated  ut  Cambridge, 
partly  nt  a  private  boarding  school  aept  by 
Mr.  Nathaniel  Eaton,  ( which  school  was  thc 
f tundiUioii  of  Harvard  College)  and  after¬ 
wards  more  fully  at  tho  Collcgo,  nltlio’  he 
did  not  graduate. 

It  appears,  that,  in  1637,  while  Samuel 
was  n  pupil  in  Mr.  Elton's  school  nnd  a 
boarder  in  hi*  family,  Mr.  Eaton  nod  Itis  wife 
were  summonc  I  before  the  General  Court, 

, xaminel  nnd  censured,  —  Mr.  Eaton,  for 
cruelty  to  his  usher,  one  Nathaniel  Briscoe, 
nnd  Mu.  Eaton,  for  parsimony  nnd  niggardly 
treatment  to  her  scholar  hoarders.  Tito  testi¬ 
mony  nnd  confession  of  Mrs.  Eaton,  as  in¬ 
scribed  nt  largo  upon  the  journal  of  tho  Court, 
is  a  very  curious  document,  ns  the  following 
extract,  will  show  :  -•'  And  that  my  hoarders 
••  were  obliged  to  make  tlieir  own  beds  nt  any

Z.icknrinh  .Stines,  of  Charlestown.  Their 
children  were  :  Elisabeth,  born  before  his  re¬ 
moval  to  Rending  ;  Surah,  b.  in  1650  and  d. 
in  1651  ;  Samuel,  b.  Oct,  IS,  1651  ;  Surah,  b. 
Eeb.  25,  IC53  ;  Zacknriab,  b.  nnd  d.  in  1654. 
Mary,  b.  Dec.  53,  1655  ;  and  Rebecca,  b.  and 
,  d.  in  1661. 

In  1650,  the  general  court  "ordered  fo  tr 
hundred  acres  of  land  to  bc  laid  out  to  Iter. 
Samuel  lliiugh.”  In  1655,  the  town  ordered, 
•'  that  our  pastor,  Mr.  Hough,  shall  l  ave  his 
yearly  maintenance  paid  him  every  quarter  ; 
one  half,  in  w  heat,  po  ts  and  barley,  and  the 
other  half,  in  rye  and  indinn  " 

Mr.  liaugh  died  in  Bo.-ton,  March  30,  1662 
aged  about  40  years.  11  is  will,  which  bears 
date  Dec  21,  1657,  besides  making  provision 
lor  his  wife,  nnd  children,  Elizabeth,  Surah, 
Maty  und  Samuel,  bequeathed  small  legacies, 
"as  tokens  of  sincere  and  hearty  affection*," 
to  bis  father-in-law  nnd  mother-in-law,  Mr. 
nnd  Mrs.  Sinios,  to  bis  uncle  Peter  ltulkley, 
teacher  of  the  church  nt  Concord,  to  his 
brethten  and  sisters  Cupt.  Thomas  Savage  and 
wite,  UczekiaJi  Usher  and  wile,  Lt.  William 
Davies  anil  wife,  Ilumplney  Boothe  and  w  ife, 
Mr.  Sillies  anil  wife,  Ruth,  Znckariith  Jr., 
Dehorga  nnd  Timothy  Simes.  To  his  nep¬ 
hew,  Wm.  AYhutingham  he  makes  a  conditi¬ 
onal  bequest. 

To  the  church  nt  Rending  he  provide*  for 
surrendering  up  the  inter  bowl,  given  them  hy 
his  father,  lie  also  makes  provision  for  hit 
two  negro  slaves,  Frank  and  Mary. 

This  Will  is  very  long  and  precise,  it  was 
written  w  ith  a  good  deal  of  skill,  and  wns 
ovi  lently  composed  by  the  Reverend  teteher 
l.imsell  ;  it  bears  evidence  of  the  hand  of  the 
scholar,  the  sentiments  of  the  theologian,  and 
the  feelings  of  Hie  Christian,  llis  estate  was 
rallied  at  his  death  at  iHSgd  7s.  5d.  His 
widow,  Mrs.  Sarah  liaugh,  was  married  to 
Rev.  John  Brock,  Nov.  Id,  1662.  Mr.  Brook 
became,  subsequently,  the  successor  of  Mr.

And 
oh,  how  much  more  solemn  nnd  imposing 
those  lessons  when  drawn  from  tho  lives  of, 
the  great  nnd  gilted  ones  of  earth. 

Impressed  with  these  reflections,  I  stand  in  j 
the  cnpitol,  looking  down  once  more  upon 
thnt  thentro  where  many  of  the  wisest  and 
best  had  learned  ita  stern  lessons,  nnd  real- 
ized  in  their  full  force,  the  truth  of  its  teach¬ 
ings.  Ah,  the  anguish,  the  unutterable  an¬ 
guish  of  thnt  proud  heart,  tnsdc  to  feel  nt  the 
very  gonl  of  its  ambition,  tho  vanity  of  man's 
brightest  hopes,  the  emptiness  of  earth's  high¬ 
est  honors.  But  so  it  was,  nnd  so  it  is,  nnd 
so  it  is  to  be.  They,  whom  I  had  seen  in  the 
vigor  of  their  prime,  and  in  all  tho  beauty 
and  strength  ol  individual  character  and  in¬ 
tellectual  grentness,  had  learned  too  truly  the 
vanity  of  its  vanities.  They  have  passed ! 
Their  hopes,  their  nspirntions,  their  desires, 
live  with  the  busy  throng  before  mo.  Alas  ! 
thnt  they,  too,  must  prove  the  emptiness  of 
the  dream. 

As  I  stand  looking  down  upon  that  arena 
where  I  lind  witnessed  the  gladiatorial  en¬ 
counter  of  intellectual  giants,  whose  fnme 
encircles  the  earth,  scenes  from  the  buried 
past  rise  before  me  with  nil  the  vividness  of  a 
present  reality.  Passing  through  the  rotunda 
on  my  way  to  the  gallery  of  the  House,  my 
mind  naturally  reverted  to  tho  memorable 
scone  thcro  witnessed  nt  the  burial  of  the  la¬ 
mented  Ciller,  and  to  the  incidents  connected 
with  the  horrid  tragedy  of  his  murder.  The 
hushed  assemblage,  awed  and  chilled  into 
more  than  usual  solemnity  by  tho  tearfulness 
of  thnt  deed  of  blood, — the  great  black  pall 
that  draped  the  coffin  which  contained  all  that 
wns  mortal  of  the  martyred  dead, — tho  mild, 
snd  face,  so  still  and  yet  so  lifelike,  exposed 
for  the  last  time  to  the  gazo  of  the  curious, — 
the  strange,  sad  smile  that  illumined  those 
features,  (the  very  embodiment  of  his  nrtlcss 
nnd  childlike  nature,)  more  sweet,  more  saint 
like  and  forgiving  than  anything  I  ever  re¬ 
member  to  have  scon  upon  tho  lineaments  of 
the  living.

The  Christ  Church  <<  Free  Flghl  ’*  Case. 

The  Uiblc  cspicinlly  enjoins  upon  us

was  the  scene,  during  service  time,  of 
an  actual  fight  between  members  of  the 
church,  in  which  the  rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
Smithctt,  a  man  of  nerve  and  mussle, 
as  well  as  of  piety  nnd  philoso  >hv, 

took  a  part.  Sometime  since  a  maating 
of  the  church  was  held,  at  which  a 
Treasurer  and  Clerk  were  elected  ;  the 
votes  were  mainly  by  proxy,  not  above 

live  individuals — property  members _ 

being  present.  The  worshipers — real 
gritoninn*  of  the  church — rebel  against 
the  action  of  these  officers,  who  last 
•Sunday,  first  having  distributed  notices 
attempted  to  collect  pew-rent  money. 
\\  bile  the  Treasurer  was  going  round 
with  his  hat  for  the  needful,  the  Rector, 
from  the  Chancel,  requested  him  to  de¬ 
sist.  This  lie  didn’t  choose  to  do; 
whereupon  the  Rector  descended  to  the 
main  ai-do  and  attempted  a  little  main 
foTce.  'ibis  led  to  a  melee,* a  free  light, 
during  which  the  forces  on  both  sides 
were  much  increased.  The  police  were 
called  in  just  in  time  to  prevent  the 
taking  of  Sevastopol.  In  counting  up 
both  columns  we  find  the  damage  about 
six  and  six—  I’uscyite  and  Moneyite 
equally  damaged. 

During  the  week— three  clays,  the 
case  has  been  on  examination’  in  the 
I’oliec  Court.  Rev.  \Ynj.  T.  Smithctt, 
Joseph  Parks,  William  Gault,  anti 
James  Lynde,  arc  charged  with  nssault- 
ing  Llias  \\  .  Goddard,  the  Treasurer 
and  ex- Warden  of  C  hrist  Church.  The 
case  is  not  yet  finished. 

This  affair  promises  to  be  a  long  and 
chequered  one.  It  will  involve  the  pew 
rent  question,  nqjl  other  rights  and 
wrongs  of  tho  church.  Mr.  Smithett 
is  backed  up  by  Ilishop  Eastburn,  and 
will  push  the  matter  to  the  extreme. 
He,  the  rector,  claims  in  the  name  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  to  have  supreme 
power  over  the  particular  Christ  Church 
in  Salem  street.  The  chances  arc  that 
the  battle  will  be  fought  vigorously  on 
both  sides.  In  the  mean  time  ali  the 
religion  there  is  in  the  church  will 
probably  ooze  out ;  so  that  we  shall 
have  a  church  without  religion— which 
isn't  »o  common  as  deplorable. 

So  wc  in  the  l'Jth  century  go;  The 
age  is  so  “free”  that  wc  fight  in  the 
very  sanctuary  of  religion,  and  about  a 
good  deal  less  than  thirty  pieces  of  sil¬ 
ver.

The  Collins  steamer  Baltic  arrived  at  New 
York  Thursday  afternoon, bringing  seven  tlavs 
later  news  Irom  the  old  world.  Dates  from 
the  Crimea  are  up  to  the  20th  Dee.,  at  which 
time  nothing  of  importance  had  transpired. 
The  ullica  were  progressing  lavorahlv  in  their 
preparations  for  storming  Sebastopol,  and 
large  reinforcements  were  daily  arriving. 

It  is  confidently  asserted  that  the  resolution 
has  been  adopted  to  s'orm  Sebastopol  as  soon 
as  the  T  urkish  reinforcements  come  up.  The 
French,  it  is  said,  will  furnish  the  storming 
party,  while  the  British  and  'lurks  attack 
Menchikoff. 

Menchiknff  waa  sick,  and  Gen  Oaten  Sack- 
en  was  in  command  of  tho  Russian  forces. 

Five  thousand  Turks  had  landed  at  Eupa- 
toria.  The  destination  of  Omar  Pasha's  army 
was  kept  profoundly  secret,  but  it  is  supposed 
that  it  will  invest  tho  north  side  of  Sebasto¬ 
pol. 

Tho  railway  expedition  was  already  on  its 
way  from  England  in  seven  steamers  and  two

It  is  their 
right;  and  no  person  on  earth  can  justly  in¬ 
terfere  with  it."

Our  own  private  opinion  is,  that  it  would 
Ire  well  to  divide  the  difference  between  the 
time  now  required  for  emigrants  to  become 
voters,  (which  is  no  time  at  all  in  some  of  the 
States,)  and  that  recommended  by  our  worthy 
Governor  in  his  excellent  message;  and  if 
native  born  citizens  must  wait  till  they  ure

Honor  to  whom  Honor  la  Ha*.  " 

On  Wednesday  evening  the  17th  inatnnt,  a 
▼ery  large  party  of  ladic.  and  gentlemen 
without  diatinction  of  religioua  aect,  made  a 
complimer.tary  and  friendly  call  Upon  Rev. 
Reuben  Kmeraon—  or,  aa  heia  more  familiarly 
called— Fnther  Emeraon.  who  ia  almott  eighty 
three  yearn  of  age,  and  haa  been,  for  more 
than  fifty  yearn,  paator  of  the  Congregational 
Church  in  thia  town,  llinhoune  wan  throng¬ 
ed.  Indeed,  ao  many  were  preaent  that  hia 
dwelling,  which  ia  hy  no  meant  email,  could 
hardly  contain  all  the  company  at  the  name  j 
time.  After  exchanging  congratulations  with  | 
the  renerahle  paator  and  with  each  other,  and  i 
the  ringing  of  an  original  hymn,  the  com-] 
pany  adjourned  to  the  reatrv,  which  is  close’ 
at  hand,  where  several  tahlea  were  richly  and 
bountifully  laden  with  the  good  thinga  of  this 
life,  furnished  gratuitously  by  the  friends  and  ■ 
neighbors  of  Father  Emerson. 

After  a  solemn  and  impressive  invocation  j 
of  the  divine  blessing  hy  Father  Emerson,  the 
tempting  viands  received  a  full  share  of  at¬ 
tention  from  some  four  hundred  visitors  ;  and 
still  many  baskets  full  of  the  substantial, 
and  even  the  luxuries  oflife,  remained.  Then 
came  the  feast  of  rcasor  and  the  flow  of  soul. 
Rev.  Mr.  Hull,  junior  pastor  of  the  church, 
presided  in  an  easy  and  efficient  manner. 
Ilis  introductory  remarks  were  eloquent  and 
much  to  the  purpose.  Addresses, — affection¬ 
ate,  comprehensive,  nnd  highly  appropriate, 
(so  far  as  we  may  be  allowed  to  apeak  of  them) 

_ were  also  made  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Emerson, 

Olsyes,  Heath  and  Smith,  Hon.  L.  Eaton,  and 
i\  H.  Sweetser,  of  South  Reading,  and  llev. 
Mr.  Shutes,  of  Lynnfield. 

The  address  of  Father  Emerson  was  listen¬ 
ed  to  with  the  doepest  interest,  by  all  present. 
He  feelingly  thanked  them  for  their  kindness 
on  the  present  and  on  former  occasions, which, 
at  this  time,  was  none  the  less  gratifying,  as  I 
it  was  wholly  unexpected.  He  was  glad  to 
sec  them  there,  not  only  on  account  of  the 
interest  he  felt  in  them,  individually,  but 
also  for  their  father's  and  their  mother's  sake,  j 
whom  he  had  intimately  known,  and  most  of 
whom  had  passed  away  !  Not  a  member  ol 
his  church  remained  that  belonged  to  it  when 
he  became  the  pastor.  He  had  lived  to  an 
age  far  beyond  what  he  expected  to  reach  I 
when  he  was  young  ;  still  he  could  not  sny 
that  he  had  ever  been  anxious  to  die 11  that 
was  a  test  of  Christian  character,  as  some  ( 
had  made  it  —  he  could  not  stand  the  test. 
He  had  enjoyed  life— rhe  bad  met  with  no! 
serious  accident — his  health  has  been  general-  j 
ly  good.  He  thought  the  I.ord  knew  best 
when  it  was  time  for  him  to  go,  and  in  the^ 
Lord  he  put  hie  trust. 

Another  original  hymn  was  sung,  the  bene¬ 
diction  pionounccd,  and  the  friend-, — having 
deposited  ••  the  needful"  in  a  box  prepared] 
for  the  purpose — retired  to  their  bonus,  ha’’-  ; 
ing  honored  themselves,  as  we  believe,  in 
honoring  the  venerable  man.  The  visit  must 
have  been  gratifying,  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  to 
him,  the  sums  contributed  amounting  to  two 
hundred  dollars  ! 

The  occasion  was  one  of  solemn  and  pleas¬ 
ing  interest,  especially  to  those  who  had  long 
been  citizens  of  the  town.  There  is  no  luce 
more  familiar  to  our  people  than  Fattier  Em¬ 
erson's,  and  probably  no  person,  living  or 
dead,  is  so  intimately  identified  with  the  his¬ 
tory  anti  progress  of  the  town,  for  the  last 
half  century,  as  he.  A  familiar  friend  in  the 
house  of  joy — a  comforter  in  the  house  of 
mourning— an  efficient  laborer  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  education — the  promotet  of  good  or¬ 
der —  anti  sound  morals — the  consistent  and 
argumentative  preacher — the  companion  and 
friend  of  our  fathers  it  was  right,  it  was  fit¬ 
ting,  that  the  people  should  unito  to  do  him 
honor.  We  speak  of  him  ss  we  should  not 
speak  of  a  young  man  ;  but  he  has  arrived  nt 
an  age  where  his  reputation  and  character 
have  become  precious  in  the  estimation  of  I 
the  citizens  ;  a  treasure  of  which  the  people 
should  not  be  unmindlul,  conscious  that  it  is 
for  our  good  that  we  duly  appreciate  his 
worth.

Mrs.  Mary  Dear! matt. 

Mrs.  Mary  Deadman,  who  died  at  North 
Reading  on  the  19th  instso.t|  at  the  advanced 
age  of  ninty-aeven  years  and  ten  months,  was 
a  native  of  South  Reading,  nnd  until  within  a 
few  years,  had  usually  resided  here.  She  was 
a  daughter  of  Cnpt.  Thomas  Green  of  South 
Reading,  who  was  born  May  9,  1731,  who  is 
still  remembered  as  the  "old  miller.”  at 
“  Green's  Mills,"  in  South  Rending.  Her 
mother,  I.ydia  Green,  was  a  daughter  of 
Jeremiah  Swain,  and  xvns  born  Jan  16,  1739. 

Thomas  and  I.ydia  Green  were  married 
Dec.  4,  1753.  and  had  six  children,  viz:  — 
I.ydia,  born  Julv  28,(1755,  married  to  Josinh 
Bryant,  Nov.  23,  1775. — Mary,  born  March 
27,  1737,  married  to  Wm.  Deadman,  of  Stone- 
ham,  March  13,  1783. — Thomas,  horn  Dec.  16. 
1739,  and  removed  to  the  State  ot  Maine. — 
Jeremiah,  born  1762, married  to  Martha  Green, 
of  Stoncham,  Nov  21,  178'2. —  Hannah,  born 
Nov.  17,  1764,  and  died  unmarried. — Judith, 
born  April  15,  1769,  mnrried  to  John  White, 
January  20,  1791. 

The  husband  of  Mrs.  Deadman  wns  a  soldier 
of  the  “  Revolution,"  nnd  died  while  yet  n 
young  man  leaving  his  widow  with  several 
small  children,  and  with  but  scanty  means  of 
support,  consequently,  she  early  learned  the 
lessons  of  industry  und  economy,  —  virtues 
which  site  always  practiced  ;  nnd  the  manner 
in  which  she  trained  her  children  is  best  told 
in  the  highlffeVe.-ipectable  character,  which 
those  eliildrc n  have  long  maintained  among  us. 

Mrs.  Dendmnn  was  for  many  years  a  nurse 
among  the  sick,  going  about  doing  good.  Slic 
always  bore  tbe  name  of  a  peaceable  and  re¬ 
ligious  woman.  She  became  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  Church  iu  Woburn  in  179 1,  and  when 
the  Bapt’st  Church  in  South  Reading  was 
formed  some  years  afterward,  she  was  one  of 
the  original  men. hers,  and  continued  her  re¬ 
lation  therew  ith  to  the  time  of  her  death. 

She  has  for  many  years  received  a  pension 
from  the  United  States'  treasury,  on  nccount 
of  the  services  of  heryotuhf.il  husband  ;  and 
lias  thus  been  enabled,  during  her  slow  de¬ 
clining  years,  to  live  in  comparative  ease  and 
comfort.  Her  physical  and  mental  laculties 
were  retained  by  her  in  a  remarkable  degree. 

She  has  repeatedly  walked  Irom  North 
Reading  to  South  Reading,  fi\e  miles,  since 
she  wns  ninety  ycurs  old  Her  sigh  and 
hearing  and  memory  were  continued  in  a 
good  degree  to  the  end.  Sho  took  delight  in 
seeing  her  relatives  ami  friends  nnd  in  hearing 
of  their  prosperity — so  that  she  w  as  able  to 
say  at  the  last,  (and  these  were  her  last 
words.)  “  I  have  seen  many  many  happy 
days.”

PotatocN. 

Is  our  country  become  so  poor  that  it 
can  no  longer  supply  its  own  inhabi¬ 
tants  with  food  ?  It  really  appears  to 
be  so  this  year,  for  great  quantities  of 
potatoes  have  recently  been  imported 
into  this  city  from  Scotland  nnd  Ireland. 
A  laige  portion  of  thc  last  cargo  of  the 
steamer  Glasgow  was  potatoes,  which, 
after  paying  the  tariff,  yielded — wc  have 
been  told — very  handsome  profits  to  thc 
exporters,  as  they  sold  them  for  four 
times  thc  price  obtained  in  their  own 
markets.  We  have  been  shipping  flour, 
wheat,  and  corn  to  Europe,  and  are  now 
being  partly  paid  hack  in  potatoes.  Has 
this  esculent  become  so  difficult  to  cul¬ 
tivate  in  our  country,  that  wc  must  have 
it  sent  from  abroad  to  supply  our  wants. 
The  potatoe  rot  visited  those  countries 
in  Europe  which  are  sending  us  pota¬ 
toes,  a  few  years  ago,  with  greater  se¬ 
verity  than  our  own  country,  but  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  thc  farmers  there  have  de¬ 
voted  more  attention  to  its  cure  than 
ours  have.  This  should  not  be  so,  for 
the  potatoe  is  a  native  of  our  continent, 
and  wc  think  it  can  be  raised  in  as  great 
abundance,  nnd  of  as  good  quality  by 
our  farmers,  as  by  those  in  Europe. 
This  is  an  agricultural  subject  which 
demands  attention,  and  we  hope  these 
remarks  will  lead  many  of  our  farmers, 
during  tho  present  winter,  to  adopt 
measures  for  cultivating  and  improving 
a  more  extensive  potatoe  crop  next  sea¬ 
son. — Scientific  American.

American  Monuments. — Thc  mon¬ 
uments  erected  in  America  exceed  in 
height  those  of  the  Old  World.  Thus, 
there  is  not  a  column,  either  ancient  or 
modern,  in  Europe,  so  high  as  the  Bun¬ 
ker  Hill  Monument.  Thc  highest  col¬ 
umn  in  Europe — 202  feet  high — is  the 
one  erected  in  London  by  Sir  Christo¬ 
pher  Wren,  in  commemoration  of  the 
great  fire  in  1CGG.  Pompey’s  Pillar  is 
only  00  feet  in  height,  and  Trojan’s 
but  115.  Thc  highest  monument  in 
Paris  is  137.  The  Alexander  column 
in  St.  Petersburg,  is  175  feet  G  inches. 
The  Nelson  Column,  in  London,  is  171 
feet  from  thc  level  of  Trafalgar  Square. 
Bunker  llill  Monument  is  220  feet  high. 
Tho  proposed  Brock  monument  at 
Queenstow-n  will  be  183  feet  high.  The 
Washington  monument  is  now  130  feet 
high,  and  when  completed  will  be  about 
five  hundred.  It  is  found  that  the 
monument  stands  exactly  in  thc  middle 
of  what  was  tho  “  ten  miles  squaro.” 
It  is  of  such  gigantic  proportions,  that 
either  of  the  other  monuments  above 
named  could  be  placed  inside  of  it  with¬ 
out  much  impeding  thc  operations  of 
the  workmen,  and  when  it  is  finished, 
any  two  of  tho  monuments  of  Europe 
could  he  stowed  away  within  its  walls 
without  being  noticed  from  the  exterior.

hy  the  above  heading.

speed  find  their  way  tn  the  pond  or  river .  Even 
the  nude  trees  seem  to  lift  up  their  taper  fingers 
imploringly  a*  it  patters  down  upon  them,  nnd 
if  old  Sol.  before  going  to  sleep  for  tho  long 
winter  night  condescends  to  unveil  hi*  face  ami 
look  out  coldly  upon  them,  they  arc  covered 
with  tears.  The  chilly  looks  cntises  them  to 
congeal,  nml  ns  night  advances  the  pattering 
rniu  is  followed  by  tho  thundering  hail,  the 
rattling  sloct  and  nt  length  ly  the  noisclcs* 
snow  and  ns  we  look  out  upon  the  face  of  na¬ 
ture,  how  changed  the  scene  from  the  previous 
eve,  instead  nf  lire  dark  nnd  mournful  aspeut 
of  earth  nml  trees,  now  they  are  clothed  in  bri- 
dnl  robes  of  purest  white,  and  when  at  length 
the  day-king seen  nppronching  through  the 
eastern  woods,  shaking  his  snowy  locks  and 
pearing  out  over  the  face  nf  the  earth,  what  n 
glorious  sight  "roets  him,  the  earth  has  been 
(  arpeted  in  a  most  womlcrous  and  mysterious 
manner  n-  it  n  great  sheet  knit  nt  the  lour  cor¬ 
ners  had  been  let  down  out  of  heaven  upon  it, 
(as -ceil  in  ancient  vision.)  It  ia  filled  with 
pearls  and  gems  of  dnzling  brilliancy. 

Tnc  trees  are  clothed  with  bouoming  drapery, 
even  the  tear  drops  of  the  previous  eve,  n  e 
changed  into  pendant  jew  cl*  of  exquisite  fin¬ 
ish  nnd  richest  setting*,  nml  ns  wo  turn  our 
eyes  to  the  east,  how  glorious  the  scene, 
myriads  of  pearls  and  gems  glitter  and  spar¬ 
kle  upon  tho  earth  nml  shoot  forth  their  hril- 
iancy  into  tho  air  and  upon  the  surrounding 
objects,  the  troes  dazzle  and  bewilder  by  the 
richness  and  variety  of  their  reflecting  hue*.

thc-e  start  on  their  journey  tn  the  ocean  which 
though  it  absorbs,  lines  noixlcstroy,  hut  re¬ 
produces  in  vapors,  which  ns  Tnding  again  to 
their  source,  produces  new  beauty  and  life.

Women  begin  to  fan  themselves;  '  , 

vertise  a  "festive  occasion  of  the  Churi- 


l.cjitslutivr  visit  to  the  Woburn 
St  IIOOI  S. 

On  Monday  l  ist  the  committee  on 
Education,  from  the  Massachusetts  Leg¬ 
islature,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Batch- 
eldcr,  Senator  from  Fssox  :  Slack,  of 
Boston  ;  Gould,  of  Stonchain  ;  and 
Thayer, -of  Ashby,  visited  a  portion  of  out- 
town  schools. by  invitation.  The  forenoon 
was  devoted  to  the  High  School,  taught 
by  XV.  A.  Stone,  Esq.  The  pupils 
underwent  an  unusually  close  exami¬ 
nation  and  acquitted  themselves  so 
creditably  as  to  call  forth  the  highest 
expressions  of  approval  from  the  com¬ 
mittee.  Mr.  Batcheldcr,  when  address¬ 
ing  the  school  at  the  close  of  the  exami¬ 
nation.  said,  in  substance,  that  tweifty- 
fivo  years  of  his  life  had  been  devoted 
to  the  business  of  school-teaching,  and 
he  could  not  remember  ever  having  been 
present  at  an  examination  where  the 
pupils  exhibited  so  high  a  degree  ol 
proficiency  and  thoroughness  in  their 
studies. 

At  two  o'clock  the  primary  school 
taught  by  Miss  Jaqueth  w  as  visited,  and 
the  "little  ones”  examined  in  Col¬ 
burn's  Arithmetic,  in  reading  and  in 
spelling.  The  examination  was  most 
pleasing  and  creditable,  alike  to  the 
teacher  and  the  taught.  The  school 
was  addressed  by  Mr.  Slack.  The 
committee  then  proceeded  to  the  Cram¬ 
mer  School,  and  here  as  in  the  other 
schools,  the  pupils  underwent  a  strict 
examination,  which  proved  that  they 
were  not  behind  any  of  their  competi¬ 
tors  in  efficiency  and  attention  to  iit>  ir 
studies,  while  the  discipline  of  the 
school  exhibited  an  order  and  regularity 
most  creditable  to  Mr.  Jameson,  his 
lady  assistant,  M:-s  Ingram,  anti  the 
pupils  under  their  management.

On  the  mnminn  of  the  16th  Injt.  I  urrwo  nt 
3  o'clock  a.  *.,  end  found  my  cellar  full  of 
water  and  running  over.  I  started  for  the 
itore,  fearinR  the  cellar  there,  might  he  full 
alao.  tn  attempting  to  eroaa  the  street,  the 
water  waa  found  to  be  over  my  long  rubber 
boot*,  and  running  at  a  rapid  rate.  I  then 
paeafed  on  to  the  Railroad  ,  where  It  was  also 
quite  difficult  to  walk  against  tho  strorg 
current.  The  water  was  fourteen  inches  deep 
on  the  rails.  In  front  of  the  Depot. 

At  daylight,  our  Tillage  presented  to  the 
eyes  of  the  astonished  citizen.,  a  very  novel 
and  imposing  spectacle.  A  large  and  rapid 
river  was  foaming  down  Main  street,  the  cur¬ 
rent  of  which  was  so  deep,  that  boa  a  wero 
Towed  up  and  down  without  difficulty. 
From  the  Depot,  northerly.  Main  street  was 
completely  submerged  to  Cutter's  village, 
covering,  in  some  localities,  tho  tops  of  the 
fences.  Carriages  and  horses  were  in  requi¬ 
sition  to  convey  persons  to  their  usual  places 
of  business. 

The  water  was  at  its  height,  between  the 
hours  ol  three  and  five  in  tho  morning,  after 
which  it  began  to  subside,  and  during  tho 
day,  most  of  it  was  drnined  from  the  streets, 
excepting  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
river. 

A  very  largo  amount  of  damage  was  found 
to  be  the  result,  from  washing  roads  and  un¬ 
dermining  bridges.  Nothing,  save  tho  frozen 
ground,  prevented  many  bridges  from  being 
swept  away.  A  bridge  at  Ilacon’s  village 
was  carried  away,  and  another  under  the  rail 
read  \yns  so  much  injured  as  to  endanger  and 
detain  the  trains  through  the  day. 

Several  families,  near  Thompson's  tannery, 
were  taken  from,  tlto  windows,  and  conveyed 
away  in  vehicles  that  were  themselves  almost 
afloat. 

Nearly  all  tho  cellars  in  the  village  were 
filled  with  water.  That  tinder  the  store  of] 
Taylor  &  Merrill  presented  a  very  motlv 
collection  of  molasses,  coal,  potatoes,  butter, 
apples,  leather,  salt  pork,  cheese,  onions, 
pickled  fish,  shoes,  turnips,  wood  and  cab¬ 
bages  mixed  up  in  a  very  unexpected  and 
heterogeneous  compound.  Fire  Kngincs  nnd 
common  pumps  have  been  in  requisition  to 
drain  these  cellars,  yet  few  of  them  are  dry 
at  this  date. 

Those  who  have  known  this  place  for  fifty 
years,  have  never  seen  the  water  so  high  as 
in  February  16,  1855.

If  there  is  any  one  sin  that  should  beheld 
•up  to  the  view  of  children,  with  all  its  hide¬ 
ous  deformities,  more  than  another,  it  is  the 
sin  of  disobedience.  They  should  have  it 
constantly  impressed  upon  their  minds  that  it 
is  not  only  a  sin,  hut  a  very  great  sin.  Dis¬ 
obedience  is  a  dark  spot  on  the  page  of  our 
country's  present  history,  and  one  that  the 
future  historian,  as  he  takes  up  his  pen  to 
make  a  faithful  record,  cannot  well  fail  to 
notice.  It  is  one,  too,  wc  fear,  that  is  extend¬ 
ing  itself  every  day  ;  anil  unless  this  corrupt¬ 
ing  stain,  which  is  thus  continually  spreading, 
nnd  marring  the  beauty  of  the  rising  genera¬ 
tion, is  speedily  extracted  or  effeelut  Uy  check¬ 
ed,  wt  may  well  look  forward  to  the  future 
prospects  of  morality  and  religion,  mid  con¬ 
sequently  tho  future  'prospects  and  stability 
of  our  glorious  Union,  with  fear  and  trembling. 
Children  are  emphatically  commanded  by 
that  Being  who  creatpd  them,  nnd  who  wat¬ 
ches  over  and  protects  them,  to  oltey  their 
patents  in  all  things  ;  and  every  child  who 
disregards  parental  counsel  and  admonitions, 
or  commands,  and  rivdtes  onward  in  the  path 
of  disobedience,  blind  in  his  conceit,  and  deaf 
to  the  admonitions  of  that  "  still  small  voice” 
of  conscience,  will  find  soonar  or  later. — nnd 
it  may  be  when  it  is  too  late, —  that  he  has 
chosen  a  thorny  road  to  tread  ;  —  one  that 
can  never  he  lighted  by  the  smile  of  an  ap¬ 
proving  God,  but  one  on  whieh  the  dark 
frown  of  tho  Almighty  has  rested  from  the 
moment  that  sin  first  entered  Eden  and  trans¬ 
formed  this  then  earthly  1’aradise  into  nn 
abode  of  lamentation  and  woe. 

That  the  sin  of  disobedience  to  parents  has 
increased  at  an  alarming  rate  for  the  last 
quarter  of  a  century  we  think  must  he  pnin- 
fully  apparent  to  every  careful  observer 
whose  memory  extends  back  thirty  or  forty 
years.  And  such  being  the  admitted  fact,  it 
is  evident  that  there  is  hlaine  somewhere, 
either  with  the  parent  or  tho  child  ;  and  the 
question  naturally  comes  home  to  the  heurt, 
On  whom  does  the  blame  rest  with  its  heaeiett 
weight  r  This  question  we  leave  for  parents 
to  ponder  over  and  answer  ;  and  may  it  sink 
deep  into  their  hearts.  They  have  a  great 
and  responsible  duty  to  perform  ; —  a  duty 
which  they  owe  to  their  God ;  lor  in  their 
hands  He  has  intrusted  the  training  of  im¬ 
mortal  souls,  and  on  the  manner  in  which 
they  discharge  this  duty  depends,  to  an  awful 
extent,  the  future  happiness  or  misery  of  the 
children  committed  to  their  charge.

His  grecn-housc  arrangements,  whin  com¬ 
pleted.  will  surpass  everything  of  the  kind  in 
the  vicinity  of  Boston,  and  his  assortment  of 
flowers  are  of  the  rarest  and  most  beautiful 
kinds.  His  dahlias,  in  particular,  this  year, 
arc  the  finest  I  think  I  ever  saw,  taken  ns  n 
whole,  and,  notw  ithstamling  the  frusta  and  ex¬ 
treme  drouth,  are  still  vigorously  blooming, 
and  the  whole  atmosphere  round  about  his 
grounds  is  redolent  ot  heliotro|>e  ;  blessed  he 
the  man  that  invented  this  sweetest  scented  of 
nil  sweet  flowers,  mv  I  —  verbenas,  petunias, 
geraniums,  Ac.,  Ac.,  and  tho  great  beauty  ot 
alt  is,  that  they  are  so  arranged  as  not  to  seem 
arranged  nt  nil  This  terrible  love  of  “  regu¬ 
larity”  is  what  spoils  all  our  flower  and  other 
gardens,  grounds,  Ac.  I  have  seen  gardens  in 
my  day  which  must  have  cost  nt  least  n  thou¬ 
sand  dollar-,  that  did  not  compare  with  some 
which  did  i.nt  cost  tnoro  than  a  thousand 
cents,  and  in  w  hich,  perhaps,  an  old  cracked 
tenpot  was  the  only  vase,  l'hc  one  was  all) 
art  and  tho  other  all  natural.  A  minatttre 
pond  is  reproduced  from  the  original  ••  spot,” 
through  a  beautiful  fountain,  tho  which  i* 
kept  supplied  by  a  wind-mill,  nnd  in  whi  It 
some  ••  dear  little  gold  fishes,"  prd  such 
“critters”  delight  themselves  nnd  others. 

1  need  not  tell  you,  Mr.  Editor,  that  such  a 
man  is  a  public  bcneliictor,  nnd  ought  to  hi  ve 
money,  lor  you  well  know  that,  to  plea-e  the 
public  eye,  (tho  duty,  as  well  as  privilege  of 
the  rich,)  is  litcially  “giving  to  the  poor"  that 
which  they  need,  but  cannot  aflord  to  buy.

The  whole  road  troin  Wyoming  Depot  to 
Med  lord  is  one  of  the  most  romantic  of  any 
in  all  the  land  round  about  tho  city,  llut 
somehow  people  don't  set  in  to  travel  it.  One 
reason  is,  anti  that's  a  potent  otto  in  this  dol¬ 
lar- wise  generation — it  is  round  about,  and 
rather  rough  witltuU;  hut  to  my  thinking,  it, 
pays  hugely  to  go  that  way,  if  you  are  not  in 
too  niucu  ol  u  hurry  to  get  somewhere.  ’

Mute  F.EoqrEtrcB. — In  the  great 
earthquake  that  destroyed  the  city  of 
Caraccas  in  1812,  with  forty  thousand 
inhabitants,  says  a  recent  traveller  :

Railroad  Mnttcn. 

On  Monday  evening  last,  after  the 
T.yeenm  lecture,  a  meeting  was  held  in 
the  vestry  of  the  congregational  church 
to  take  into  consideration  the  large  in¬ 
crease  in  the  rate  of  Boason  tickets  on 
the  Lowell  Railroad.  Mr.  David  Til- 
son  was  called  to  the  chair,  nnd  the 
following  committee  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  citizens  of  Winchester,  who 
were  then  holding  a  meeting  on  the ' 
same  subject,  viz  : — J.  B.  Winn,  llowcn 
Rnckman,  O.  M.  Champney.  General 
Thompson  and  David  Tilson. 

Dr.  Ci.ouoh  stated  that  he  did  noli 
believe  it  was  contemplated  by  the ! 
meeting  to  do  anything  new,  rash  or 
extraordinary.  It  should  be  an  instrue- i 
tion  to  the  committee  to  wait  upon  the 
directors  and  ascertain  if  this  portion  of 
the  road  had  paid  expenses,  or  if  it  had 
paid  a  dividend  ;  and  if  found  that  we 
pay  too  much  wc  should  petition  for  a 
reduction.  The  extraordinary  rise  in 
the  price  of  season  tickets  would  oper¬ 
ate  severely  upon  the  working  classes, 
who  cannot  afford  to  pay  so  high  a  fare, 
and  will  consequently  leave  the  town. . 
He  submitted  a  resolution  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  make  the  necessary  enquiries  of 
the  directors  of  the  road,  and  have 
power  to  call  another  meeting  to  sub¬ 
mit  their  report. 

G.  M.  Champxey  —  It  is  reported 
that  the  Directors  contemplate  to  raise 
the  price  of  tickets  100  per  cent,  or 
make  all  travellers  on  the  road  pay  r.t 
the  rate  of  single  tickets. 

Several  other  gentlemen  addressed 
the  meeting,  when  it  was  adjourned, 
with  the  expectation  that  another  meet¬ 
ing  would  soon  he  called.

Express  sustain  so 
heavy  a  loss,  have  generously  contribu¬ 
ted  even  more  than  the  sum  lost,  and 
presented  it  to  Mr.  Converse  last  week. 
This  tells  well  for  the  community,  but 
better  for  the  esteem  in  which  Mr.  C.  is 
held  by  his  fellow  citizens.

The  town  at  their  last  annual  meeting  re¬ 

ferred  the  subject  of  land  damage  on  Frank¬ 
lin  Avenue,  to  the  Selectmen.  l’ursuaut  to 
that  reference,  w  e  have  considered  the  claim 
of  jRhn  Cummings,  Jr.,  nnd  have  awarded 
him  eighty-seven  dollars  fifty  cents,  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  dumage  sustained  in  loss  of 
gravel  and  land,  so  near  the  canal  excavation. 
A  portion  of  said  sum  will  again  return  to  the 
treasury  by  reason  of  a  contract  with  said 
Cummings  to  pay  the  towu  ten  cents  per  cu¬ 
bic  yurd  for  all  the  surplus  gruvul  deposited 
in  the  canal. 

At  tho  same  meeting,  the  Selectmen  were 
instructed  to  collect  pay  frr  grass  taken  from 
the  Common.  Wu  have  coleeted  fifty  cents 
of  Arlemus  Mead  lur  yrn«a  taken  from  the 
Common  in  1852,  and  that  taken  by  him  in 
1853  was,  lie  says,  authorized  by  one  of  the 
Selectmen.  The  turther  sum  of  twenty-five 
cents  lias  been  collected  of  James  Kendall. 
Also  received  one  dollar  of  J.  F.  I  urker  for 
grass  taken  Iroiu  the  Common  in  18o4,  ull  of 
which  baa  been  paid  into  the  treasury. 

At  the  sume  meeting,  the  giadiug  of  the 
walks,  and  setting  out  of  treea  upon  the 
Common,  was  referred  to  tho  Selectmen.  That 
trust  was  committed  to  Howcn  Huckmon,  to 
whose  taste  and  liberality  we  nra  largely  in¬ 
dent*!  for  the  present  improved  and  orna¬ 


mented  condition  of  our  Common  Mr.  Buck- 
tnmi  has  planted  some  14  linden  nnd  horse 
ehesnut  trees  npon  the  Common,  and  would 
have  had  the  walks  repaired  had  the  person 
with  whom  he  agreed  to  do  the  same  fulfilled 
his  agreement. 

In  relation  to  the  complaint  of  citizens  re- 
aid  ng  on  the  banka  of  the  old  Middlesex 
canal,  occasioned  by  the  sfagnent  water  in 
•aid  canal,  the  selectmen  ascertained  that  they 
had  no  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 

At  the  same  mectinff*^he  grading  of  Ilail- 
road  street,  was  refered  to  the  dolectmen.  In 
view  of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the  West 
end  of  tho  Street,  and  tho  order  of  the  Coun¬ 
ty  Commissioners,  wo  immediately  issued 
notieesfur  proposals  for  building  of  said  street. 
Jonathan  Hay's  ofStonehmn,  being  the  lowest, 
and  satisfactory  ;  we  contracted  with  him  to 
build  tho  road  in  atcoidnr.ee  with  certain 
apccifieatlons,  and  the  Commissioners  order  ; 
and  to  have  tho  same  completed  by  the 
middle  of  Nov.  1854.  The  amount  of  labor 
required,  together  with  tho  unexpected  frost 
prevented  ita  Completion.  There  is  therefore 
only  n  portion  of  the  West  end^Tshed  The 
irregular,  ami  objectionahlo  lines  of  rniling  on 
the  \\  est  side  of  Wood'*  hill  were  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  tlio  drilling  nnd  adjusting  of  the 
stones,  which  arc  to  bo  changed, 

At  a  town  meeting  held  April  4.  1853,  tho 
Selectmen  wero  authorised  to  expend  a  sum 
nut  exceeding  threo  hundred  dollars,  for  fenc¬ 
ing  the  old  burying  ground,  resetting  grave 
stones,  nnd  settiug  out  trees.  The  selectmen 
of  185 f,  recognising  tho  obligation  of  that 
vote,  proceeded  to  build  lhe  fence  ns  soon  ns 
some  suitable  person  could  he  found  with 
whom  to  contract,  immediately  alter  tho 
grading  of  the  street  in  front  ;  to  which  tho 
fence  should  conform.  We  have  completed 
the  front  fence,  nml  the  line  between  Svwall 
Flagg's  nml  the  Town, one  half  of  the  expense 
of  the  la-t  named  line  being  paid  by  Mr- 
Flagg.  The  line  between  the  town,  nnd  Job 
Richardson’s  is  under  agreement  to  he  built, 
nml  one  half  of  the  expense  to  be  paid  by  Mr. 
Richardson. 

The  llcnrsc  House  which  waa,  by  the  Town, 
onlcrod  to  he  moved  in  November,  1853,  lias 
accordingly  been  placed  near  tho  engino  house, 
on  a  stone  foundation  ;  but  in  consequence  of 
frost,  we  were  unable  to  finish  the  grading. 

For  the  permanency  nml  preservation  nf  the 
Engine  House,  we  deemed  it  expedient  to 
rni-c  it  out  of  the  earth,  and  placed  it  on  n 
stone  foundation,  sonic  eighteen  inches  higher 
than  before.  It  w  as  on  one  side  literally  plant¬ 
ed  in  the  earth  ;  nml  for  a  foundation,  rested 
only  on  a  few  points  of  stones,  the  Inundation 
of  most  of  which  was  loam. 

In  consequence  of  the  delay  of  the  County 
Commissioners,  to  finally  view  an  1  mnkesucit 
n Iterations  as  thought  expedient  on  Main  at., 
(rendered  necessary  hv  the  lapse  o;  time,  and 
chango  of  Board,)  we  were  unable  Incomplete 
the  setting  nf  tlic  bounds  on  the  whole  line  of 
the  Street,  before  the  IroSt  closed  tho  ground  ; 
although  no  delay  was  suffered,  nnd  the  work 
was  vigorously  prosecuted,  fiom  tho  time  of 
the  final  decision  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  Town,  at  the  November  meeting,  refer- 
od  the  laving  of  a  drain  across  Plcasm  t  street 
to  the  SebclimA.  From  information  received, 
wc  were  of  tho  opinion,  that  in  consequence 
of  the  filliug  of  l’leasant  nnd  Bonnot  Streets, 
the  waters  would  necessarily  he  thrown  upon 
private  lauds,  to  tho  injury  of  private  proper¬ 
ty  ;  and  if  so,  the  Town  would  lie  justly 
chargeable  with  all  damage  sustained  thereby. 

Wo  therefore  caused  the  drain  to  be  hud 
forthw  ith,  hut  had  not  time  beforo  the  Irecz 
ing  of  the  earth,  to  niako  solid  and  smooth  the 
surface  ul  the  ground.

FREAKS  IN  N  A1  t  HE.- No.  .1. 

We  will  turn  our  attention  for  a  lew  mo¬ 
ments  to  the  other  river  passing  through  our 
town,  and  look  nt  its  rise  and  progress.  The 
easterly  branch  rises  among  the  hills  ofNorth 
Woburn  and  Burlington,  and  we  see  it  very 
rarely  in  its  progresa  emerging  as  an  assis¬ 
tant  at  various  domestic  duties  in  those  mam¬ 
moth  establishments  for  making  leather,  but 
instead  of  tho  old  methodical  employment  of 
putting  her  hands  to  the  wheel  and  by  a  sort 
1  of  homo  process  cautiously  and  slowly  grind¬ 
ing  out  the  bark,  and  then  giving  it  n  cold 
douche  hath,  thereby  silon’ly  and  slowly  ex¬ 
tracting  its  virtues,  the  strong  arm  of  steam  is 
invoked  to  turn  the  mill,  and  laying  hold  of 
it  ho  whirls  it  like  a  very  fury,  tearing  tho 
hark  into  atoms  and  then  in  tho  heat  ot  ex¬ 
citement  seizes  the  atoms,  hurls  them  into  n 
hot  hath,  ni\d  by  whirling  them  nbout  and 
subjecting  them  to  a  vigorous  chnfing  for  a 
few  hours,  or  days  at  most ;  all  of  virtue  and 
worth  arc  extracted.  Then  the  cold  hide  of 
the  ox  is  brought  in  contact  with  tho  heated 
liquid  and  his  sluggish  babbits  of  doing  things 
are  all  forgotten,  his  dull  sides  nre  excited  to 
a  lever  heat  for  a  fow  days,  then  they  are 
seized  and  dragged  up  to  those  "  arm  break¬ 
ers,"  where,  being  compelled  once,  twice,  it 
may  be  thrice,  to  pnss  between  tho  rolls  and 
come  in  contact  with  tbe  keen  edge  prepared 
lor  them,  Oh  1  what  a  destiny  awaits  them, 
our  very  We.i  shudder  nt  the  thoughts  of  it, 
and  arc  broken  up  by  the  rotted  process.  But 
this  is  not  all.  Instead  of  tho  greasy  appli¬ 
cation  of  former  days  and  blacking  tho  face  to 
that  he  may  ho  prepared  to  serve  us  in  an  un¬ 
der  capacity  all  the  olenginous  qualities  are 
extracted,  and  hot  drops  of  peculiar  composi¬ 
tion  are  applied,  nnd  then  the  nude  and  new 
fangled  doctor  watches  and  helps  the  process 
till  the  whole  face  of  it  glistens  and  he  verily 
thinks  it  is  a  refining  process.  But  when  it 
(  having  become  a  chattel  personal)  is  put  out 
i  fo  service  and  labor  it  stares  up  iu  our  faces 
h  r  a  few  days,  then  breaks  away,  shows  its 
teeth  and  is  gone  What  a  process !  My 
soles  come  not  thou  into  tlicir  secrets,  mine 
uppers,  with  their  process  he  not  thou  ac¬ 
quainted.  Jruly  if  there  are  not  freaks  in 
nature  here,  there  nre  in  nrt  nnd  fancy.  1’he 
stream  having  accomplished  its  mission  in 
these  establishments  passes  on  to  the  reservoir 
.  prepnted  for  it. 

And  now  wo  will  turn  to  the  westerly 
branch  which  rises  among  the  hills  of  Lex¬ 
ington  and  West  Woburn  and  having  travel¬ 
ed  but  a  short  distance  it  finds  employment 
nt  thnt  old  establishment,  tho  Oby  Kendall 
place,  and  like  a  faithful  servant,  is  not 
ash n me  1  to  wot k  nt  the  old  homely  employ¬ 
ment  of  turning  the  ponderous  stone  and  fuith- 
lully  grinding  out  the  numerous  grists  thnt 
ate  brought  in;  mid  while  all  others  in  old 
Woburn  have  been  taken,  this  is  left,  and  wo 
trust  may  long  continue  as  n  memorial  of  tho 
past,  a  blessing  nnd  privilege  to  the  present 
and  future.  And  may  the  son  be  abundantly 
prospered  by  following  in  the  footstep*  of  the 
father.  But  even  here  modern  invention  has 
1  found  its  way,  nnd  during  the  past  tear  tho 
'■oltb  cracker  has  been  introduced,  so  that  the 
silly  wight  brings  his  corn  nnd  eubbs  togeth¬ 
er,  and  like  modern  writers,  lie  thinks  be¬ 
cause  there  is  twice  as  much  bulk, ho  lias  real¬ 
ly  made  an  improvement  upon  his  fathers, but 
like  those  writers,  lie  forgets  that  it  is  half 
'  cobb  nnd  he  must  devour  twice  ns  much  to- 
get  the  same  substance.  Ilut  how  is  it  with 
the  poor  miller-  Of  course  he'tiust  take  twice 
ns  much  toll  and  whether  he  5<kcs  tiie  com¬ 
pound  the  same  as  the  kernel  tve  can't  sny, 
hut  one  thing  they  do  say,  viz.  tl^t  Miller 
hoys  will  grow  fat  iu  spite  of  the  cobhs.  But 
our  stream  passes  on,  nnd  now  tho  branches 
meet  and  form  that  beautiful  Sylvan  Lake 
vulgarly  called  Horn  Pond.  There  she  sits 
as  a  coy  maiden  surrounded  by  hills  and 
shaded  by  their  green  foliage,  her  quiet 
lace  mirroring  forth  tho  graces  ol  her  charac¬ 
ter.  Sometimes  tho  cold  blast  comes  down, 
upon  her  with  ■•..ich  rudeness  that  she  is  chill¬ 
ed  by  his  approaches  and  veils  her  fa  v  to 
slum  his  wanton  embrace.  But  even  the  veiR 
in  the  view  of  some,  adds  to  her  grace,  and. 
some  Druper  comes  to  tear  away  the  veil  and 
expose  her  charms,  and  becoming  so  enamor¬ 
ed  « ith  her  worth  that  he  is  harnessing  the 
iron  horse  nnd  preparing  the  way  to  carry  her 
off  bodily.

NATIVE  CITIZENSHIP. 

Taking  this  town  as  a  specimen  (and  very 
many  others  aru  similar,)  the  older  residenta 
have  not,  by  any  means,  been  unobservant  or 
uninterested  spectators.  Our  town  has  ex¬ 
isted  us  such  only  livo  years,  and  the  memory 
will  easily  recall  the  events  ot  our  tuuuicipal 
action  during  the  time.  Our  reprtsmtati in, 
our  boards  of  selectmen,  of  overseers  of  tho 
poor,  of  school  committee  &c.,  how  numer¬ 
ously  uud  in  some  instances  how  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  huvo  they  been  filled  from  those  but 
recently  moved  into  tow  n.  What  inconsider¬ 
ate,  what  indecent  haste  has  often  been  ruaui- 
fested  to  crowd  new  and  inexperienced  men 
into  pluccs  of  trust*  before  they  have  had 
time  to  learn  the  ways  and  usages  of  the 
place — men  whose  business  and  interests  are 
mainlv  elsewhere,  and  who  in  some  casea 
come  here  merely  to  spend  their  niyhts.  The 
laic  appointments  Irom  the  slate  executive,, 
were  solicited  tor  men  but  recently  here. 
They  seem  however  to  have  been  merely 
complimentary,  requiring  neither  responsi¬ 
bility  nor  skill,  unit  will  not  greatly  affect  the 
town.  Our  tow u  meeting  has  just  occurred 
uud  all  kuow  its  results,  and  can  make  their 
own  conclusions  and  comments. 

Our  nuliouul  and  stale  constitutions  pro¬ 
vide  against  thu  too  sudden  accession  ol  for¬ 
eigners  to  stations  ot  trust  und  mfiucnce. 
Our  president  must  I  o  a  native  ol  the  United 
Stales,  Our  ministers  to  toteigu  courts 
ought  to  b*>  such,  as  has  rcccullv  been  mnuL 
tested  by  lire  conduct  of  our  representative  to 
the  court  of  Spain.  Foreigners  must  reside 
among  us  a  specified  time  before  they  curt 
vote  or  enjoy  the  priviligea  of  Citizenship  ; 
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but  our  laws  do  not  fully  reach  the  diffiultr 
here  contemplated,  and  the  remedy  lie*  most¬ 
ly  in  the  citizen*  themselves.  It  is  therefore 
suggested  that  they  organise  themselves  into 
an  association  for  self  protection  nnd  preser¬ 
vation,  and  decline  appointing  to  office  such 
as  have  not  ^become  suitably  eligible  by  an 
adequate  residence — sufficiently  long  to  be¬ 
come  acquainted  with  the  usages  and  irsti- 
tutions  of  the  town  The  existing  dominant 
political  party  reaches  the  difficulty  onlv  in 
fart.  Let  these  be  an  organisation  which 
shall  reach  the  root.

Our  lUvin  having  Iclt  her  beauteous  retreat 
trips  along  the  mead,  strewing  her  path  with 
flowers,  but  she  does  not  forget  to  mingle  the

Assassination  of  tho  Emperor  Faul, 
Father  of  the  Emperor  Nicholas. 

On  the  night  of  March  23,  1800,  the 
father  of  the  late  Emperor  Nicholas 
was  murdered  in  his  bcd-chambcr,  in 
the  palace  Michael,  at  St.  Petersburg, 
in  pursuance  of  a  conspiracy,  to  which 
his  son  and  successor,  Alexander,  was 
a  party.  The  pretext  for  the  removal 
of  Pa’ul  was  alleged  insanity — hut  the 
real  motive  was  more  likely  his  intense 
admiration  for  Napoleon,  then  First 
Consul,  whoso  politic  attentions  had 
won  his  friendship.  The  following  ac¬ 
count  of  this  parricidal  slaughter  is 
condensed  from  Theirs.
